That’s what Jake Voth, chief of 
the Upland Volunteer Fire depart- 
ment, thinks when he guides the 
speeding red fire engine out on D 
street and then south on Second 
avenue. He travels about 40 miles 
an hour dcwn to Ninth street, 
where he stops just long enough 
to pick up members of the volun: 
teer department. j 

Phone Starts Things 

Ringing or the department's 
emergency telephone means some- 
thing is happening. ‘Sometimes 
it is only a brush fire. Other times 
it means that a family’s home is 
going up in flames and once in a 
long time ti means the business 
district is being threatened by fire. 

“We can usually detect by the 
tone of the person's voice whether 
it is a bad fire,” the chief of 10 
years experience, said. 


“Our only thought when we get 
into the driver’s seat is to get to 
the fire ag fast as we can and at 
the same time avoid any accident. 
We seldom have any close calls, 
yet we never know what might 
happen. 

Mr. Voth emphasized that mo- 
torists can help insure safety by 
stopping their automobiles imme- 
diately on hearing the siren. He 
also cautioned against motorists 
following too closely the fire en- 
gine as it speeds to its destination. 
The screaming engine is “turned 
loose” as soon as the pick up of 
the firemen is made.

Boys now selected for enroll- 
ment in this service, said Captain 
Matheson, must be between 17 and 
24 years of age and they are select- 
ed not only according to their need 
but also their physical and moral 
characteristics are taken into con- 
sidera‘ion, as well as their need for 
employment and the need of their 














not only is something beneficial 
being done for the boys, but they 
are doing a service for their coun- 
try in return. 

Enrollees for camp are selected 
lf ur times a year and in the last 
| group chosen for Camp Cuca- 
| monga are boys who have just 
graduated from high schools of 
Long Beach, Los Angeles and other 
places. Among the enrollees are 
| many athletes and this fall the 
camp expects to have an outstand- 








ing football squad, for whom a 
‘coach will be secured. Athletics 
in camp are financed from the 


profits of the camp canteen, which 
now run about $150 a month. 

In speaking of school facilities, 
Capt. Matheson stated that five 
teachers are now on the faculty of 
the “Cucamonga University 
j School” and that during the sum- 
;mér five more will be added from 
the Chaffey faculty—-and a student 
may finish as a regular high school 

graduate. About 38 young men 
from the camp will enter Chaffey 
high school this fall, he said. 
Camp enrollees do not have to 
send money back home unless their 
families are on relief—and the pay 
of those enlisted ranges from $30 
to $45 per month, according to 
rank, sergeant being the highest 
rank among the enlisted men, 
Capt. Matheson expressed hear-

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“Good Old Days” a Myth 


How we like to talk of the ‘‘good old days’’—that is, those 
of us who have lived long enough to be of a reminiscent and 
comparative mood a considerable portion of the time. Why— 
in the ‘‘good old days’’ practically everything was better than 
now. That is, the things that were good were better then than 
now—and the things\that were bad were worse in comparison 
with similar conditions today. 

We had a lot more fun when we were kids than do the kids 
of this modern age. Faet is, we wonder what the kids do to- 
day. The weather got hotter then—and it also got colder. The 
rainfall was greater in those years past and gone—acecording 


to our memories. And the droughts were worse. 

And we might enumerate a lot of other things. But the 
“good old days’’—they never were. At least that is the opin- 
ion Donald Hough, American author, expresses in the current 
issue of the Rotarian magazine. ‘‘Men change—but time goes 
on,’’ says he. ‘‘Tests prove that the apple of today is better 
than the apple of fifty years ago. The Weather Bureau finds 
that over a period of fifty years there has been a change of a 
amall fraction of one degree in the mean temperature of a cer- 
tain small area in the southwestern part of the United States 
—otherwise all is the same as before. The snow lies just as 
deep, the winters are just as cold, the summers are just as hot 
-—or vice versa. 

Not only are the foregoing true, according to Mr. Hough, 
but he adds the verdict that the best cooking was not found on 
the farm of bygone years—but is now obtainable in the res- 
taurant of today. But surely the gentleman does not include 


all restaurants! Cooking in this country—once enslaved to 
the frying pan and boiling pot—is one of our newest arts, he 
indicates. The food is better now—perhaps the appetites 
aren't. And neither can he include all appetites in that 


category. 

“‘Not all the people in America live in three room kitchen- 
ette apartments; most politicians are honest; the average po- 
liceman cannot be bought; the country is full of young people 
who really do know more than their elders; money as a barom- 
meter of human worth is losing its grip; the cooking is bet- 
ter; people live longer; the whole history of man still ean be 
summed up in one short word—advance.’’ That’s what the 
author says—and concludes by asking: *‘The ‘good old days?’ 
Which ones?’’
